The executive director 
whose service agency 
includes seven neighbor- 
hood human service cen- 
ters.alsO accused: the 
Commission of not hiring 
blacks for important, deci- 
sion making positions on 
its. staff. “Until they hire 
blacks for these posts they 
cannot seriously under- 
stand the problems of 
blacks and the poor,” he 
said. 

During the seminar, city 
finance director, Mike 
Gable warned that funding 
tor many area social ser- 
vice agencies may be cur- 
tailed sharply -- “maybe 
even to zero” -- if there is 
even a reduction in federal 
revenue sharing monies. 

The finance director said 
the city uses $3.6 million of 
the general revenue fund 
for human. sefvices. He 
explained that this repre- 
sents about a third of the 
fund, which may be 
reduced or_even cut off 
should Congress vote not 
to extend the program 
when it ends in 1980. 

Gable and most of the 
other panelists agreed that 
areas of social services are 
usually the first.to_suffer 

«cutbacks due to the tax- 
payers’ revolt. Proposition 
13, a measure approved by 
California voters,which 
reduces the growth of local 
and state. government, 
and restricts the use of 
property tax as a source of 
revenue, was mentioned 
frequently during fhe sem- 
inar,.since a large portion of 
government revenue 
comes from property taxes.

a trial by a jury. 

“At the center of the 
issue is whether in a civ- 
ilized society, the state 
should allow law enforce- 
ment officers to summarily 
punish suspects with 
punishment far greater 
than any court could hand 
out as a penalty,” Schwarz- 
walder emphasized. 

Schwarzwaider, who 
said earlier that he was pro- 
mpted to introduce such 
legislation by the citywide 
protest mounted after a 
Columbus police sergeant 
gunned down a 19 year oid 
mentally disturbed black 
youth with a shotgun,said 
Ohio is one of eight states 
which have failed to legis- 
late standards for use of 
deadly force. 

He said his bill provides 
in clear terms that the 


officer has the right to - 


defend himself or another 
withsuch force as the situa- 
tion requires.But the 
emphasis is on the use of 
deadly force only as a last 
resort, after all other means 
of apprehending a suspect, 
which are reasonably avai- 
lable, have been exhaust- 
ed, he explained: 
Currently, he said, Ohio 
has only a common law or 
court-decided standards 
as to when use of deadly 
force is justifiable. This 
standard was adopted in 
England —in—the--1600's 
allows for use of deadly 


_ force in the apprehension 


of a suspect “who the 
officer reasonably believes 
has committed a felony 
offense,” he said. 

“The time has come for 
our policies regarding the 
use of force to catch up 
with our society's criminal 
justice,” he said, adding: 

“This bill is an attempt to 
bring our guidelines for the 
use of deadly force into the 
20th Century,” he obser-

hodes, directing the 
Legislators attention to the inner 
cities, said he was deeply 
disturbed at the latest trouble in 
Cleveland's inner city. “It is 
beyond comprehension that 
yotng people would vandalize 
and set fire to their own school,” 
hesaid, adding: 

‘Yet we must struggle to 
urigerstand the reasons for this 
behavior. These young people 
aré idie and frustrated. Most 
y Ohioans can look forward 
fofobe and a future opportunity ... 
but the young people of our inner 
citles face unemployment and 
despair.” 

He further pointed out that 40 to 
50 percent of these young people 
carmot find work. “This is a 
tragic waste of young minds and 
balies ... resulting in a crushing 
burden of welfare on the rest of 
society.” 
~ “For the sake of all Ohioans,” 
Rhodes told the lawmakers, “we 
must break the chains of poverty 
in Our inner cities. The only thing 
that will save the inner cities is 
permanent jobs.” 

The point Rhodes was driving 
home, and one need not be an 
expert analyst to bring into clear 
focus, was this, the deplorable 
begavior of our inner city youths 
is. a dramatic reflection on 
society. 

Also, it is not difficult. to 
conciude that when Rhodes 
spoke of “inner city youths,” he 
was speaking of blacks. And 
when he alluded to other young 
Ohioans can look forward to jobs 
and_a future opportunity," he had 
young white suburbans in mind.

“regardiess of color, creed, 
religion” ... étc. etc., offered what 
he firmly believes is a solution to 
the inner city problems. 

He maintains that granting tax 
abatement to industry which 
located or expands in inner cities 
is the only way we can assure 
young blacks of permanent 
employment__an__curtail__ their 
frustrations which provokes them 
to-engage in vandalism and costly 
destruction of their schools and 
other public properties. 

Rhodes told the legislators that 
he will again propose tax 
exemption legislation, “even 
much. stricter” than the -bill 
approved by the Senate last year. 
To those who contend that tax 
exemption will cause hardpress- 
ed schools to lose revenue, 
Rhodes asked, “what taxes the 
schools are now receiving from 
jobs and plants that do not exist, 
closed down or moved else- 
where.” : 

Again directing his attention to 
the lawmakers, Rhodes said that 
if any of them have a beter 
solution to inner city problems, 
pass the legislation and “send me 
the bill and I'll sign it without 
looking at it,”"he said. 

Rhodes, we believe, dramatic- 
ally and effectively made his 
point, and if the Democratic 
leadership.of the assembly which 
thrives on the black vote is half 


concerned about problems of our 


inner cities as they profess to be, 
they will join Rhodes in his tax 
exemption program.

_ There are those who state that life in cities has 
become a matter of survival of the fittest. They 
attribute urban violence and lawlessness to a 
failure of moral authority in the home and toa 
rampant permissiveness so much a feature of 
our lives. They view cities as jungles in which 
fire must be fought with greater fire. 

On the other side are those who say that pov- 
efty, urban decay, substandard housing, and a 
deteriorating educational system are causes for 


. the erosion of respect among the young and a

» general lack of civic virtue among most citizens. 


As is usually the case in such a controversy, 
both sides articulate important elements in the 
equation of violence. Their views, however, lack 
coherence because Neither of these positions 
proposes any action. 

They cannot pose action because they refuse 
to believe the depth of despair which teenagers 
and young aduits carry in their souls. An 
entirely new assumption, greatly at odds with 
beliefs in social purpose and community loy- 
alty, has begun to emerge among youths and 
young adults. Years of neglect, a vicious and 


crippling welfare system rather than gainful 
employment, have stunned the will of this gen- 
ération and have forced them into a permanent 
infantilism. Forced to watch their parents make- 
do, scorned by many public school officials, 
they have yet to promise them a place in the 
sun. 

it would be a mistake, | think, to say that they 
have grown cynical, though cynicism exists. It 
‘would be wrong to condemn them for their fail- 
ure to believe in a world which refuses to believe 
in them. Hopes frustrated, their energies are 
now focused on warfare. 

A generation obsessed with its own individual 
survival, one which no longer has an anchoring 
center ‘of belief in religion or in politics--this 
generation believes that the only way it can sur- 
vive is by disregarding the rights of others. 

Drugs. and violence are forms of disengage- 
ment. They allow young people to kill the moral 
sense, the space and time in which other human 
beings can make claims upon their attention. 
To be free and whole or to be in possession of 
one’s own is to say to every other person: “Get 
your hands off my soul.”
